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DECISION ON PETITION 



This is a decision on the petition under the unintentional provisions of 37 CFR 1.137(b), filed

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Further, a review of the written record indicates no irregularity in the mailing of the Notice of 
Allowance on June 30, 2009. 

In view of the above, the request for waiver of the petition fee paid on November 19, 2009,. is 
dismissed.
